BOMB.  April  89.— Mr.  Thos.  Nebwn 
Page.  the  American  ambassador, 
visited  Premier  Orlando  today.  The 
two  men  had  a  friendly  conversation, 
in  which  the  Ambassador  expressed 
regret  at  the  situation  that  had  artawn. 

.  Th^ .  Aipbaasador  said  he  thought 
the  sltuajUon  had  beeii  aggravated  by 
Italian  alawapapar  ertloiam  baaed  on 
a  wront  tntan^tatlon  of  Preeldent 
Wlkwn'a  attltttde,  and  added  that  all 
thoae  Interasted  In  preeervlng  good 
relations  l^tween  the  two  countries 
should  do  their  best  to  prevent  such 
disturbing  factors  from  having  play. 

Premier  Orlando,  in  reply,  said  he 
coweldered  the  situation  very  eerious, 
but  that  his  desire  was  to  ameliorate 
It  and  restore  calm.  The  Premier  said 
he  deaply  regretted  that  the  incident 
lud  oeeurred,  and  had  been  much 
dl8turl>ed  over  it. 

PARIS.  April  29. — Ambassador 
Page  telegraphed  from  Rome  today 
that  he  had  gathered  from  Premier 
Orlando  In  a.  long  conference  Monday 
that  the  Premier  did  not  Intend  to 
return  to  Paris  for  the  signing  of  Uie 
pcaoe  treaty.  The  Premier  expressed 
regret  that  the  time  was  so  short  be 
fijre  the  arilval  of  the  Germans. 
'  ^Thls  was  only  one  of  the  disturbing 
complications  presented  by  the  Ital 
ian  situation  as  the  time  approached 
for  the  delivery  of  the  peace  treaty  to 
th*  Germans.  The  lUUan  Premier, 
the  tflegram  from  Ambassador  Pafe 
a«da4»  tin  that  hia  aoUon  either  wa^ 
wtWId  toaWMnona  oohaaQuenees.  but 
It  #aa  prefarabti  t«rha«»ti»ottlrta  froin 
without  Italy  rather. than  wlthth  Xtabr. 
because  the  present  *  state  of pubue 
feeling  in  Italy  would  not  Justify  the 
signing  of  a  treaty  which  did  not  in 
elude  Italian  aspirations.  Ambassa- 
dor Page  said  he  had  taken  steps  to 
have  the  lUllan  authorltiee  suppress 
manifestations  directed  against  Pre 
aidant  Witaon.  Aa  a  jraault  aaa  of  tl|a 
.  BfipMval  depMMiatmtMaa  M- Mm  «aa 
gtven  up. 

Should  Premier  Orlando  not  return 
for  the  signing  of  the  treaty,  it  would 
give  the  situation  a  more  serious  as- 
pect than  the  departure  of  the  Italian 
delegation,  as  the  Allies  would  be  re- 
quired to  take  flnal  action  without  the 
participation  of  Italy.  While  there  Is 
every  desire  to  avoid  this  result,  the 
indloaUons  arc  that  the  Alliea  .wlll 
prckseed  with  the  slgninc  If  Italy  da- 
cides  to  wthhold  participation. 

The  flnal  draft  of  the  treaty  Is  vlr 
tually  completed.  The  men  in  charge 
of  the  work  say  they  have  no  further 
doubt  that  they  will  be  able  to  flnlsh 
their  work  by  Thursday,  or  by  Huch 
lime  as  delivery  is  made.  The  latest 
count  ahQwv  a  total  of  80,000  words 
in  the  treaty.

BOLSttfVISTS  WISH

The  board 
Is  to  consist  of  not  less  than  Uve  nor 
more  than  aavan  manibefn.v  i|  will 
ba  ap^alntad  bar  thi  gavamar^ln- 
council. 

Tho  chairman  will  1>e  a  minister  of 
the  crown  and^  the  departments  of 
naval  service  and  of  militia  will  each 
be  represented.  , 

The  bill  presented  in  the  House  this 
afternoon,  generally  speaking,  pro- 
vides that  the  board  will  supervise  all 
matters  connected  with  aeronautics.  It 
win  study  the  development  of  aeron- 
autics in  Canada  and  other  countrlea, 
and  undertake  such  technloal  ra- 
•ourcaa  iui  may  ba  requlalte. 

It  will  construct-  and  maintain  all 
government  aerodromes  and  air  sta- 
tions. It  will  Investigate  all  propo- 
sals for  the  institution  of  commercial 
air  services  within,  or  partly  within, 
Canada.  The  board  will  also  draft  for 
the  approval  of  the  Governor-ln- 
Counoil  such  regulations  as  may  be 
neeaseary  for  the  control  of  aeronau- 
tics. 

it  is  further  proposed  to  give  to  the 
air  board  certain  powers  of  regulations 
and  control  over  aerial  navigation,  and 
to  that  end  will  be  entitled  to  license 
pilots  and  all  other  persons  engaging 
in  the  navigation  of  aerial  craft. 

Provision  Is  made  for  suspension 
and  revoking  of  licences.  There  will 
be  registration  and  licensing  also  of 
aircraft,  airdromes  and  a4r  stations. 

The  air  board  will  lay  down  condl 
tions  under  -whltrtj    aircraft — nwy~be 
uaed  for  carrying  mall,  gooda  and  pas- 
sengers^ ajid   wrllt  be  empowered  to 
license  commercial  services. 

Mr.  Maclean  added  that  with  the 
establishment  of  the  air  board  was 
discussed  the  best  means  at  the  pre- 
sent time  of  securing  control  over  air 
services.  After  a  year's  trial  it'  might 
be  found  that  further  legislation 
would  be  niimiwhry.  The  bill  waa  read 
a  llrat  time.

Such  news  travels 
tike  v.'lldflre  down  there.

One  report  yns  that  Mr.  Preaton  had 
been  made  the  Counotl'a  "g^t;"  that 
It  had  long  haan  planned  to  gat  Mr. 
Byers  out  of  the  way  and  thna  dla- 
.ooarage  the  vganiaatlon  of  the  em- 
ployees' aaaociatlon,  and  that  Mr. 
Preston  had  been  secretly  Instructed 
to  "do  the  dirty  work."  There  was 
another  story  to  the  effect  that  Mr.

Mr.  Chariea  Oamaell,  geologist  in 
charge  of  the  B.  C.  branch  o(  the 
Dominion  Department  o(  Mines,  a(ter 
an  Inveatlgation  o(  the  platinum  de- 
poaits  o(  the  province,  has  summar- 
ised his  work  in  a  report  appearing 
in  thb  la  teat  bulletin  firom  the  depart- 
ment.

'Vonalderahla  intaraat  waa  ahown 
in.  prpVMtIng  for  placer  as  well  as 
lode  platinum  throughout  the  prov« 
Incse  as  the  result  of  the  publicity 
given  to  the  Ooverjiment's  require- 
ments, the  establishment  of  a  local 
market  in  the  aaaay  o((lce  and  the 
free  assaying  Of  platinum  area  in 
that  office." 

The  Tulamaan  district,  Mr.  Oamaell 
polnta  out,  haa  been  the  htrgeat  pro- 
daeer  hf  platinum  on  thla  continent 
and  to  mmt  tha  urgent  demands  of 
the  Brttiak  Oovamment  this  seamed 
to  ha  the  tfk^  Ukely  fiaid  from  which 
Ian  extra  supply  could  be  obtained.  In 
connection  with  the  Inveatlgatlpn  Mr. 
Camaell  made  a  abort  trip  last  June 
Into  the  Tulameen  to  meet  Eugene 
Poltevln.  who  was  making  a  study  of 
the  geological  Conditions  under  which 
putinum  occurs  in  that  leeallty  and 
comparing  them  jWidi  thaaa  In  the 
Ural  dlsti^  of  Rnstia,  inm  which 
the  greater  part  of  tka  world  supply 
of  platinum  has  been  derived.  In 
July  Mr.  Oamaell  visited  the  NeUwn 
district  and  sampled  'depoalta  on 
Rover  Creek.

With  but  a  few  dlaaenting  voices 
the  mamhera  of  the'  Victoria  Branch 
of  .  tha  Civil.  Service  Association  went 
on  record  last  evening  at  a  largely 
attended  meeting  as  favoring  afflUa- 
tion  with  organised  labor,  and  It 
was  decided  to  apply  to  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Congreaa  of  Canada  (or  a 
charter. 

This  action  waa  taken  following  a 
lengthy  aeaaion  with  Civil  Service 
CJommtsslonef  Mclnnes,  at  which  that 
ofllclal  explained  the  procedure  by 
which  the  proposed  regradins  of  the 
service  wOuld  be  carried  into  effect 
and  tha  astent  to  which  the  civil 
servants  would  reoelve  inoreased> 
flnanclal  consideration. 

Tho  Commissioner's  explanation 
was  not  deemed  satisfactory  by  the 
200  odd  members  of  the  association 
who  thronged  the  large  assembly 
room  at  the  Belmont  House.  Their 
disappointment  led  to  aome  acri- 
monious discussion,  the  upshot  of 
which  waa  the  decision  to  afllltate 
with  organised  labor.  .  I#<"wa8  decided 
to  recommend  that  tha  provhielal 
body  also  aJlllate. 

It  wm  ba  remembered  that  this 
very  question  of  afRllatlon  was  the 
point  upon  which  the  efforts  to  or- 
ganise the  association  laat  year  (ailed, 
but  finally  both  contending  sections 
eama  thyathar  and  the  aAliatlon  Idea 
was  tfroppad.  Now  It  has  eome  td 
the  fore  and  that  It  has  the  great 
majority  of  the  local  branch  behind 
it  was  evident  by  the  fact  that  at 
laat  night's  meeting  but  nine  mfm* 
hers  were  averae  to  the  step. 

As  a  preliminary  the  meatlht  heard 
tp»  report of  .tJhe  ..qom^Altt^  which 
recently  watted  upon  the  Provincial 
Cabinet  ami  asked  for-  an  immediate 
increaae  of  25  per  cent  In  wages  to 
cover  the  Increasing  cost  of  living 
pending  the  regradlng  of  the  aervioe.
